or  (2)  In  Chicago  on  December  28th  or  29th 

vail  you  indicate  on  the  inclosed  sheet  your  preferences  concerning 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting? 

As  you  perhaps  know,  thore  is  not  to  be  held  this  year  at 
Chicaf'O  the  usual  liidwinter  Heating  of  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion."   Instead  there  vdll  tat.e  place  only  a  meeting  of  the  A.L.A. 
Executive  Board  and  of  the  A. L. A.  Council,  together  with  a  two  day 
Institute  on  the  V;ar  and  Post-^^Var  Problems  to  which  will  be  mvitod 
a  limited  number  of  approximatoly  15O  individuals  in  key  library 
positions.      It  is  clear  that  practically  all  the  individuals  who 
are  representatives  of  national  libraiy  associations,  sjid  tl-ms 
serve  as  members  of  the  Council  of  National  Library  Associations, 
are  likely  to  bo  in  the  list  of  individuals  to  i«hom  invitations  are 
-ent,  and  will  lilcowise  in  more  instanoos  than  not  be  turning  up 
in  Chicago  any^my  in  their  capacity  as  members  of  the  A.L.A.  Execu- 
tive Board  or  the  A.L.A.  Council,  or  some  group  of  officers  of  some 
affiliated  body,  who  as  such  m.ay  be  mooting  ovan  though  ^he  member- 
ship of  their  body  as  a  whole  may  not  bo  prosant.      On  the  other 
hand  the  problem  of  transport?. .tion    may  by  Chris tmstimo  have  become 
sufficiantly  acute  that  more  individuals  among  tho  mem.bership  of  the 
Council  of  National  Library  Associations  could  bo  brought  together 
in  Few  Yoric  City  rathor  than  in  Chicago.

The  following  proposal,  drafted  for  the  Librarian's 
Consultants  (a  group  of  librarians  Invited  to  advise  the 
Librarian  of  Congress  with  regard  to  the  relation  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  to  other  libraries,  etc.)  Is  submitted  to 
you  and  a  few  other  librarians  In  American  research  Institutions 
as  a  preliminary  step  toward  mxsre  effective  cooperation  In 
the  purchase  and  recording  of  library  raa.terlals.     It  is  hoped 
that  the  statement  will  be  given  your  early  consideration, 
that  you  will  discuss  it  with  the  a.dmlni strati ve  officers  of 
your  institution,  and  that  the  resulting  comments  and  sugges- 
tions will  be  reported  not  later  than  January  10,  19^3,  to  one 
of  the  members  of  the  undersigned  committee.     The  proposal,  as

I. 


There  is  common  agreement  as  to  the  need  for  more 
effective  inter-library  cooperation  in  the  acquisition  and 
recording  of  library  materials.    This  agreement  has  been  ex- 
pressed at  many  meetings  of  the  American  Library  Association 
and  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries.     It  has  been  reported 
by  the  Director  of  the  Experimental  Division  of  Library  Coopera- 
tion at  the  Library  of  Congress  as  a  result  of  his  meetings 
with  librarians  in  the  year  19^1-42.     It  has  been  evidenced 
in  actions  already  taken,  such  as  the  inter-library  agreements 
concluded  in  New  York,  Chicago,  North  Carolina,  and  elsewhere; 
the  Union  Catalogs,  national  and  regional;  the  centralized 
and  cooperative  cataloging  practiced  at  the  Library  of  Congress; 
the  storage  arrangements  made  by  the  libraries  in  the  Boston 
area,  etc.,  etc. 

II. 

There  is  common  agreement  as  to  the  basic  objectives 
to  be  attained  by  library  coOperation.

On  Tuesday,  November  I6,  at  10  a.m.., 
there  v/as  held  at  the  Bar  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
U2  West  Iii4.th  Street,  a  meeting  of  the  proposed  Joint  Committee 
on  a  Bool:  Campaign  for  Devastated  Libraries. 

Thirteen  national  library  associations  were  represented, 
as  set  forth  on  the  inclosed  sheet. 

The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  Ifr  Edward  N.  Vvaters,  Vice- 
Chairman,  in  the  absence  of  Miss  Laura  A.  Vnbodv/ard,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council. 

An  extended  discussion  took  place  concerning  the  desirabil- 
ity and  necessity  of  coordination  of  efforts  in  collecting  books 
and  other    library  materials  for  devastated  libraries.    It  was 
recognized  clearly  by  those  present  that  the  first  step  in  the 
matter  appears  to  be  to  explore  the  v/hole  problem  thoroughly. 
Such  exploration  should  properly  include  inquiry  concerning  the 
part  v.'hich  iriay  be  played  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  other 
governmental  agencies,  such  as  the  President's  Commission  on 
Preservation,  Restoration,  and  Restitution  of  Cultural  Objects, 
possibly  the  nov/  Lehman  United  Nations  Relief  Administration,  etc., 
etc.;  the  scholars  of  the  country  through  their  several  national 
learned  societies  groups;  the  foundations  and  similar  groups;  and 
any  other  groups,  governmental  or  non-governmental,  which  may  be 
interested . 

All  present  were  agreed  that  this  important  matter  cannot 
be  considered  to  be  the  preserve  of  libraries  and  librarians  alone, 
and  that  coordinated  harmony  vdth  all  interested  groups  must  be 
obtained.     It  v/as  pointed  out  at  the  same  time  that  very  likely 
all  concerned  will  probably  bo  disposed  to  rest  heavily  upon  the 
individual  and  institutional  facilities  represented  by  the  several 
library  groups,  but  that  much  help  can  be  received  from,  the  learned 
societies  groups,  govermnental  agencies,  the  foundations,  and  othor 
groups  naturally  intorestod  in  such  a  direction. 

Tc  ascertain  v/hothor  those  generalizations  appear  to  be 
correct,  and  to  explore  the  v/holo  matter  in  more  or  less  detail, 
there  was  authorized  tho  appointment  of  a  Committoo  to  Explore

Yo\ir  Executive  Comrdttee  net  last  vreek  in 
"fashiairton  and  discussed  at  length  a  number  of  items  concerning  the 
activities  of  the  Council.    Word  mil  be  sent  to  you  concerning  a 
number  of  these  matters  shortly. 

I!eam«*iile  there  needs  to  be  brotoght  to  your  attention  a  mat- 
ter requiring  prompt  action  and  consideration  by  the  several  member 
associations.    This  has  to  do  vath  joint  activity  in  the  matter  of 
laying  plans  and  developing  a  program  for  the  colloction  of  books 
to  be  used  in  the  rehabilitation  of  devastated  libraries. 

Requests  have  been  coming  for  such  aid  to  a  ntjmber  of  our  mem- 
ber associations.    Particularly  has  this  been  so  in  the  case  of  the 
A.L.A.  Board  on  International  Relations.    It  believes  that  there  is 
needed  prompt  action  in  order  to  prevent  dissipation  of  energies  and 
to  achieve  cooperation  in  the  activities  vAiich  are  contemplated  in 
this  direction  not  only  by  individuals  and  individual  libraries  but 
also  by  national  associations  both  vdthin  and  mthout  the  library 
field.    Obviously  the  associations  constituting  the  Council  of  Na- 
tional Library  Associations  have,  in  nearly  every  instance,  a  special 
interest  in  this  direction.    So,  too,  do  the  several  national  groups 
of  learned  societies,  such  as  the  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies, 
the  National  Research  Council,  the  Social  Science  Research  Comcil, 
the  Anericaji  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  etc.,  otc. 
And,  of  course,  the  Library  of  Congress  has  a  pro-eminent  interest  in 
this  direction  as  the  agency  which  must  assume  leadership  on  behalf  of 
all  governmental  agencies  in  a  field  such  as  tMs.    Thus,  with  so  many 
interested  in  a  matter  as  important  as  this,  prompt  action  appears  to 
be  highly  desirable  tov«.rd  a  coordination  of  efforts. 

The  A.L.A.  Board  on  International  Relations,  at  its  meeting 
in  Washington  on  October  27,  therefore  requested  me  as  the  A.L.A.  rep- 
resentative to  the  Council  of  National  Library  Associations  to  suggest 
to  the  Executive  Comsiitteo  of  the  Council  that  the  various  member  asso-

The  committee's  acts  are  direct 
and  personal.      No  time  is  lost  o'^  intra-co;nmittee  discussion,  correspond- 
ence or  meetings.      No  votinj  vdthin  the  conmittoc  is  neccssar;/ b  ef  ore 
statements  arc  issued  or  before  evidence  is  accepted.      All  letters  are 
centralized  in  one  pair  of  hands,  readily  available  for  examination  and 
reference,  and  equally  accessible  for  prompt  digest  c^d  dissemination. 
If  the  report  is  brilliantly  successful,  one  person  obviousl^'  receives 
all  the  credit;  if  it  ic  a  dull  failure,  one  person  just  as  obviously 
deserves  all  the  blame.      A  "conmibtec  cf  one"  can  vrork  vdth  boldness 
and  dispatch,   dependent  upon  no  collaborator  for  the  final  results  and 
dcubtlosr  comcv.rhat  buoyed  up  by  the  snu-ness  of  irndividod  responsibility! 

ITov;  the  vTiter  has  no  '"eltisionj  about  the  brilliance  of  this  report. 
On  the  contrary,  he  bar  a  very  fair  amoujit  of  apprehension  over  the

Brief  Notes  on  International  Projects 
of  the  American  Litraxy  Association 


Books  for  Europe «  $60,000,  Rockefeller  Foundation  money,  used 
during  the  past  three  years  to  supply  American  books  for  general  reading 
to  the  public  libraries  of  several  European  and  other  countries.  Recip- 
ients selected  the  books  to  be  sent.    Project  just  now  closed. 

Aid  to  Libraries  in  War  Areas.    Under  a  committee  with  this 
name  we  are  purchasing  ]arge  numbers  of  current  American  scholarly  jour- 
nals and  storing  them  for  distribution  to  foreign  countries  in  war  areas 
after  the  war.    Some  b-'Oks  are  also  being  collected.    |110,000  spent  the 
past  two  years,  $70,000  available  this  year.    These  funds  also  come  from 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation.    Information  about  damage  to  foreign  libraries 
is  being  assembled.    This  committee  is  also,  with  special  fjnds  from 
another  source,  sending  some  current  periodicals  to  China  now. 

Books  for  Latin  America.    We  are  operating  a  project  from  Wash- 
ington which  will  result  in  sending  more  than  $100,000  worth  of  books  by 
United  States  authors  to  Latin  American  libraries.    The  recipient  selects 
the  books  and  periodicals  he  vrants.    Our  office  in  Washington  is  also 
acting  as  purchasing  agent  for  books  and  periodicals  which  are  being  sup- 
plied to  Latin  American  institutions  by  certain  agencies  of  the  Govern- 
ment . 

Benjamin  Franklin  Library  in  Mexico  City.   We  organized  an 
American  library  in  Mexico  last  year  and  gave  it  this  name.    Funds  come 
from  the  Government  through  the  A.L.A.  and  the  library  is  operated  by  a 
democratically  chosen  board  of  directors.    The  A.L.A.  is  one  of  the  incor- 
porators.   Funds  have  been  received  from  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  for 
the  initiation  of  a  union  catalog  of  library  materials  in  Mexico  City. 

Other  American  Libraries  in  Latin  America*    Libraries  have  re- 
cently been  or  are  soon  to  be  opened  with  A.L.A.  cooperation,  but  not 
under  our  sponsorship,  in  Managua,  Nicaragua,  and  Montevideo,  Uruguay. 
Others  are  in  prospect. 

Library  Training.   With  Rockefeller  Foundation  funds  and  some 
help  from  the  State  Department,  we  operated  a  short  library  school  in 
Bogota,  Colombia,  last  summer  with  great  success.   We  have  been  asked  to 
administer  a  grant  for  the  development  of  the  library  school  in  S'So  Paulo, 
Brazil. 

Training  Librarians  for  Foreign  Service.    A  quick  study  is  now 
being  made  of  the  methods  used  by  other  agencies  in  the  selection  and 
training  of  men  for  reconstruction  and  administrative  work  in  foreign 
countries  after  the  war.    This  is  preliminary  to  the  preparation  of  a 
plan  for  selecting  and  training  librarians  and  others  for  international 
library  service* 

American  Library  in  Paris.  With  books  left  over  from  the  library 
war  service  in  1919  we  brought  into  existence  the  American  Library  in  Paris 
which  has  continued  in  operation  since  that  time.    Our  connection  has  been

Each  member  association  which  decides  to  participate 
therein  should  send  the  name  and  address  of  its  representative 
to  the  follov^ing  two  individuals:     (1)  Mr  Harold  J.  Rally, 
32  Liberty  St,  New  York  City,  v/lio  v/ill  serve  as  liaison  agent 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  of  National  Library  Associations  to 
keep  the  Council  informed  concerning  the  activities  of  the  Joint 
Committee,  and  who  will  aid  and  advise  the  Joint  Committee  to 
such  extent  as  may  be  desired  by  the  members  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee;  (2)  Vr  Milton  E.  Lord,  Boston  Public  Library,  Boston, 
Mass.,  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Council  of  National  Library 
Associations,  in  order  that  the  records  of  the  Council  may  be 
coraplete  and  up-to-date. 

As  soon  as  two  member  associations  have  agreed  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Joint  Committee  on  Priorities,  the  Committee  may 
begin  to  function.      Thereafter  the  Committee  may  be  enlarged 
by  the  decision  of  additional  member  associations  to  participr.te 
therein.       It  is  hoped  that  action  will  be  taken  promptly  by 
all  of  the  interested  m.ember  associations  in  order  that  the  Joint 
Comraittee  on  Priorities  may  begin  to  function  promptly  and  -.nth 
as  complete  membership  as  possible.
